Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussion of proposed claims/claim language for refile/RCE filing 
wherein language was amended correct new matter and clearly set forth that the polyol of the claims is produced with 
an antioxidant. This amendment appears to correct new matter problems. The proposed amendment is intended to 
more clearly sets forth that the polyol is produced with an antioxidant as defined by the claims. However, examiner 
mentioned "...produced in the presence of and containing...", "...produced with and containing...", and "...synthesized 
with and containing..." as alternative language for consideration. Concerns still indicated regarding need to 
demonstrate that polyol being produced by the means recited, in fact, results in a different, unobvious product being 
formed. Further search and/or consideration still required. '

The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary.
